In the 
case of tha latter atreet the opening 
and widening of It made ft possible to 
put a sewer there which will result lu 
great sanitary benefit to that locality.

It I* evident that all the Improve 
t^nt* thus fat made and aeked for 
under the sjat**ni provided for lu the 
town a"t have been of a beneficial 
I Character, and while aome real eeUte 
speculator* mav have derived emue 
direct benefit, lb*- town ha- derived a 
1 greater general benefit In the Improved 
appearance of el reels and [l1 Improved 
1 ainltei v awdUiaiU- and by an lucreaaa 
! In tax r.labiss Tha fact, that the town 
la earrjlng a large obligation Hr 
of assessments that are unprovided for 
as yet la no fault of the system. It Is 
rather due to a (allure of the Council 
to thoroughly appreciate the workings 
of iba ayalem 

One great advantage of this system 
Is that these Improvement **, If the 
system Is properly enforced, do not 
t.ec.*me H gef.ersl t»x, but are paid for 
wholly by the pt<*( erty benefited.

I 
due Town Act provides a sjsleiu of 1 
tusking Improvement# that le Intended 
t<* encourage enter prlee In that direc¬ 
tion, and sa all Improvements tend to 
Increased taxatde vsluatluns and In- 
crs«A revenue. It U obvious tl^at.tbe 
system la right In line with tbs greatest 
need of the town. Tbe greatest advan¬ 
tage of tbe system la tbe comparatively 
easy provision It makes for the payment 
of the c»et of Improvements. It hae 
been prop**a*d In tbe Council to put a 
check od this feature of the system by 
compelling petitioner* for Improvements 
to advance from fifty to seventy-flve 
per cent, of the coat of the work In 

To enforce such a rule would slaipty 
result In the Implication that the 
policy of tbe Council waa to deter and 
discourage improvement and such an 
Impression spread abroad would work 
Injury to the town. Thus far, the only 
objection raleed agalnat tha Town Act 
system of Improvements has keen 

raised In the Town Council, and It la to 
the effect that too large an amount of 
unpaid assessment* are not adequately 
provided for. The reaaon that they are 
oot provided Tor la the fault of the 
OotlDfll HMlf*

Councilman Moore waa ot the opinion 
that all petitions (or improvement* 
ahould he views 1 from tbe lUodpoiot 
I,f general benefit to ILe town aa well 
tbe Individual property-owner. It 
Improvement effected a t»*i«*ri*. 
Increase In the tax ratsblea, It 
good buelneas policy on the part ot the 
wd tSk.carry It out. 

Hugh f> K*sg. one of the petitioners 
(<*r tbe Weaver Avenue and Cedar Street 
Improvement, asked permission to 
address the Council on the subject 
under discussion, Mr. King apose 
principally against any cbaDge In' the 
amount of money required as a deposit 
•nd appeared to be under the Impres¬ 
sion that the proposed change was to 
apply to the petition In which he wa* 
lutereeted, and h« scored tbe CoudcII 
alleged breach of faith with him 
md other petitioners, Mr, King potnl- 
out the large Increase In taxable 
valuations that would follow the 
requested improvement. In anticipa¬ 
tion of It be was building three new 
bouses on the property affected, and 
•ereral others amoDg tbe petitioners 
proposed, be said, to build, Mr, Moore 
took exceptlofl to some of Mr. King’s 
Implications about unfair business 
dealing on the part of the CouncUm-n. 

Seymour P Gilbert, Clerk of the 
Board of Assessors, who la probably 
tbe beet posted man In the tawn on the 
1 subject of lbe street Improvements 
' carried out under the provisions of the 
Town Act. at the request of Councilman 
Moore took part In tbe discussion, Mr. 
Ollbert pointed out that the outstand¬ 
ing Indebted**** incurred for the 
opening of new streets In several 
Instance# could not be collected becauae 
no bills could be eent out until tbe 
Council hae performed Its part of the

In tbe matter of the Weaver Avenue 
improvement Mr. Farrand asked that

Mr. Farrand, slot* uf the Fire Com¬ 
mittee. aald that ha had not had tbe 
aame opportunity as hie colleague In 
examining Into the state of tb# ftre 
house#, hut he had oo doubt at all that 
the circumstances we:e aa eta led. Mr, 
Farrand waa not, however, disposed to 
favor an laaue of bond# at the praeant 
time tor the construction ot fire house#, 

•nd If It came to that he would advocate 
the calling of the citizens together tc 
give expression Vo their ao 

the subject. 

Mr. Moore deaUed that tb* Fire Cosa- 

mlllee make a thorough Investigation of 
the matter of fire headquarters and re- 
port to the Council tbeadvantagee.il 
auy, of building new bouses from the 
pioceeds of an Issue of hoods, the coat 
of putting the present fire houses lo 
proper shape, and also aacertam If any 
Individual# were ready to erect build¬ 
ings that could be used Tor tire houses 
and rent them to the town, and ou what 
terms such enterprises would b# under¬ 
taken Mr. Moore deelred It understood 
that he was not committing hlmaelf to 
any bonding scheme, or advocating 
such. What be wanted was information 

from which the Council could Judge of 
the comparative cost and advantage# of 
any ooe plan over uuolber 

Ur. Conlan said that, In addition to 
tha cost of buildings, the Fire Commit¬ 
tee In Its report should aleo Include the 
eoBt of maintenance of the department. 
Tue matter of horse hire, he sail, waa 
an Important Item, and ehould be given 
consideration. Mr Coul»t. recalled a 
proposition mad# at one time by Thomas 
H Decker, the livery si able man, to put 
up • building that would accommodate 
the Truck Company and Pbumlx Hoe* 
Company and lease the building to tbe 
town. He suggested that Mr. Decker be 
consulted In regard lo tbe matlsr. 
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
